Broken Neutrality Denied By France. 


Ijondon, May 9.—France has reiter- 
ated its assurances to England 
that 
Rojestvensky had not and will not be 
permitted to abuse French neutrality 
in any way Involving practical harm 
to Japan. 


These assurances sound rather hol- 
low in Downing street, w^here it is ad- 
mitted that France appears already to 
have given aid to the Russian squad- 
rons. 
without 
which 
Rojestvensky 
probably could never have brought up 
his armada in shape to make effoctlve 
attack on Togo's fleet. 


The situation could hardly be more 
serious. Lord Lansdowne and his col- 
leagues in the cabinet are thoroughly 
aroused. The Japanese are excited and 
are pressing the British government to 
defend them against the Russo-French 
coalition. 


It Is not thought that a general war 
will result unless France should adopt 
a recaJcltrant Instead of a conciliatory 
attitude. 
Lord Lansdowne will stand 
a great deal in order to avoid a rupture 
with France and the consequent de- 
struction of the diplomatic achieve- 
ments 
which 
underlie 
his 
growing 
fame. It is also believed that Delcasse 
will exert himself to the utmost to pre- 
vent such a catastrophe. 


Intense bitterness prevails In Down- 
ing street and throughout naval and 
military circles against Germany. The 
kaiser Is held responsible for existing 
complications to a greater degree than 
even Russian aiivocates of a general 
war as a means of avoiding completo 
Russian humiliation. 


Togo's Fleet In Korean Channel. 
London, May 9.—The correspondent 
at Singapore of the Daily Mall tele- 
graphs: "A private letter from influ- 
ential frlend.s at Tokio states that Vice 
Admiral Togo's fleet Is concentrating 
In the Korean Channel and that a por- 
tion of the Japanese navy is watching 
Vladivostok." 


Togo's Flagship Lost? 


London, May 9.—The correspondent 
at Paris of the Times telegraphs; "It 
Is rumored in Russian circles here 
that the Japanese flagship Mikasi was 
lost In the Straits of Korea a week 
ago. n

F O R C I N G F L O W E R S BY F I R E . 


Remarkable Result of a Conflagration 
In a French Town. 


That flowers can be forced by heat 
such as is usually 
supplied to glass 
houses is, of course, an old .story; but 
that the direct action of fire heat can 
have 
any effect 
In hastening 
the 
blooming of plants is a fresh sugges- 
tion. but one that in these days, when 
flowers are demanded In season, out 
of season, at all times and every kind 
and country, is worth consideration. 
Great events have frequently 
sprung 
from tho smallest of the most appar- 
ently indirect causes, and 
a serious 
fire that broke out last September at 
Chensee-sur-Marne. between 
Chalons 
and Vltry-le-Francois, In France, while 
it destroyed tho greater 
part of 
a 
populous village, ruining many of its 
inhabitants, may yet have as a result 
the even greater development of an 
industry that 
gives employment 
to 
thousands of people. 


The fire, which raged on one side of 
the village 
made» a clean sweep of 
everything before 
It in the way 
of 
buildings and only paused when there 
was nothing to lick up except the or- 
chards that once formed a hedge be- 
tween the homesteads 
and the open 
country. 
Even then it was hardly sa- 
tiated, for 
it greedily devoured 
the 
first two ranks of apple 
and 
pear 
trees, leaving nothing but cinders; the 
next 
three 
rows, 
though 
badly 
scorched, were not quite destroyed, the 
furthest away being naturally the least 
affected. Some of the boughs escaped 
all hurt, and It was with these that 
the very curious phenomenon was ob- 
served which merits attention. A sec- 
ond« flowering commenced at once, and 
by the end of October all the trees 
furthest from the scene of the 
fire 
were In full bloom as though called to 
renewed life by the fresh voice of May, 
instead of hushing to slumber with the 
lullaby of October. 
At another point 
the flames had swept close to a large 
lilac, and this, as well as some plum 
trees, bewldered by what must have 
seemed to it a sudden return of sum- 
mer, put on once more its bridal robes. 


It must be mentioned tliat the fire 
lasted only four hours. 
It will be no- 
ticed, therefore, that there was no re- 
semblance between this sudden blast 
of heat and the ordinary gradual forc- 
ing to "Which plants are stibmitted.— 
Chambers' Journal.

Strength. 


"No 
woman 
receives 
$10,000 
a 
year," declared the flnancial manager 
of 
one of Boston's 
big dry 
goods 
ntores. 


Which is tantamount to saying that 
Rev, Dr. Hillis of New York, when he 
said in a sermon that 
a New York 
woman has succeeded a $25,000 man 
at a salary of $10.000, was—ah—er— 
mistaken. 


"Positions bringing a pecuniary re- 
ward of that size 
mean 
a physical 
strain which no woman could stand. 
I have been 
in this work for years, 
and I know. 


"There is not a -particle of doubt, 
however, that women are coming to 
the front. 
In this store they do every- 
thing which has been 
given them to 
do as well as a man could do It. The 
only exception I might make Is in the 
case of book-keepers; work which In 
a store of this 
size taxes a woman's 
endurance to the utmost. 
We have 
two lady book-keepers, and they find 
It very hard to stand 
the 
constant 
strain which is put upon them. 


"Whenever it is a question of men- 
tal strength only, there is absolutely 
no difference 
between the working 
capacity and often the pay of the sex- 
es. 
There are any number of women 
buyers who receive 
$4000 
per year 
and over. A high-grade woman buyer 
is as good as a high-grade man buyer. 
In some lines her judgment is better 
than a man's. 


"Still, I do not believe that women 
will In the next fifty years hustle man 
off the industrial stage entirely, al- 
though it is undoubtedly a fact that 
salaries for high grade work by wom- 
en are on the increase. 


"It is 
true that 
in certain 
lower 
grades of our work we pay men more 
than we pay women 
for the 
&ame 
work. 
This is not only because men 
as a rule have families 
to support, 
while the women 
have 
only them- 
selves to look out for, but it is our ob- 
ject to keep the men and their fami- 
lies in the city, 
, 


"A man having 
a family' will not 
leave Boston if he is getting fairly 
good wages. 
It means more to him to 
pull up stakes. 
A woman, on the oth- 
er hand, can much more easily throw 
up a job 
here for something 
only a 
trifle better elsewhere or because of 
some social advantage which she can 
get In another 
city, such as 
Provi- 
dence, perhaps, and not here; so that 
even If we paid them as much as the 
men we could not depend on them. 


"Then, too, women will get married 
and leave. 
Men set married, too, but 
they don't leave. 
This lack of perma- 
nency is against women. 


"In the higher positions, that is, po- 
sitions of more than 
$20 per week, 
there is less fear that either men or 
women will feel tempted to migrate, 
and the salaries for equal work are 
equal. 


"A $4000 woman is not so likely to 
marry, either. 
She is too 
contented 
with her lot as It is. 


"In work which 
calls for 
mental 
capacity, keen perception 
and nice 
judgment, and not for heavy physical 
strain. 
I see actually 
no limit 
to 
woman's achievement,"—Boston 
Ad- 
vertiser. 


S T O R Y OF T H E PIANO. 


What the Great Masters Have Played 


on in the Past, 


The pianoforte today forms part of 
the furnishings 
of nearly 
all 
our 
homes. 
It is a necessary feature of 
the White House music room, and in 
nearly every palace over this 
wide 
world, not less so In the farm house 
of this generation, and in the homes of 
all grades of men in the great cities 
of each continent. 
It adapts itself to 
the performance of the concert artist, 
but not less to the jingle of the dance 
and to the familiar 
melody 
of the 
hymn tune, which draws together the 
family in the winter Sabbath evening. 


From time to time we hear of "time 
wasted," of ^'better learn to cook than 
to plav the piano," nevertheless 
the 
number of its students ever 
grows, 
and somehow or other time is found 
both for the piano and for the cooking 
school. 
Does It often occur to us that 
it has taken civilized 
men just 500 
years to produce the modern piano? 


Each gejieration, in turn, has kept 
alive the history of the instrument up 
to Its date. 
It is rather 
a laborious 
than a difficult 
matter, therefore, to 
mark the many stages of its develop- 
ment. 


Even to this day one may see and 
try the clavichord and harpsichord on 
which Handel 
played the "well-tem- 
13red klavier" for which Father Bach 
'composed his preludes 
and 
fugues; 
the spinet used by Marie 
Antoinette 
and her maids of honor 
in old 
Ver- 
sailles, the harpsichord made for Fred- 
erick the Great, the first examples of 
the "plan © forte" user by Mozart and 
Beethoven. 


Nothing is more impressive to the 
musician than the contrast 
between 
the admirable and often intricate mu- 
sic of those great masters and the poor 
and to us rudimentary instruments on 
which their fuges and gigues, pastor- 
als, suits and sonatas 
were 
per- 
formed—genius triumphant over ob- 
KtAcleff. 


It may be posiible to set out in sim- 


ple language some idea of the stages 
which have led up to the pianoforte of 
today. 
The first stringed 
instrument 
played by the striking 
on keys 
of 
which record remains is the clavichord 
of 1494. It was 
a light box in which 
the strings of equal length. 39 in num* 
ber, covering three 
octaves' 
in all, 
were strained over a bridge obliquely 
set, which controlled the pitch of tho 
note. 
The keys moved levers upward, 
in which pegs or quills were fixed, to 
strike or grate against the strings. In 
the original form there Was provided a 
means of "fretting" or scratching tho 
string, as the strings of the violin >iro 
set in action by the bow. 
But aboui 
the year 1700 the fretting was discard- 
ed and Independent pairs 
of strings 
substituted, and 
for 
this "well-tem- 
pered 
klavier" 
the 
preludes 
and 
fuges of .Johann Sabastinn Bach were 
written. 


Another ancestor of our pianoforte 
was the spinet. 
This resembled 
the 
clavichord in form and In Its three-oc- 
tave compass. 
The upward movement 
of the "jack" or "block caused the quill 
set 
in 
the 
"jack" 
to 
strike 
the 
stretched 
string 
In 
passing. 
The 
spinet belongs to the literature of the 
ICth 
century. 
In 
the 
England 
of 
Queen Elizabeth one finds frequent al- 
lusions 
to 
the "verglnals," another 
name for the spinet. 
The oldest spin- 
et extant is in the Paris Conservatoire, 
and Is dated Verona, 
1523, 
Samuel 
Pepys, the chronicler of the common- 
wealth. notes In his diary that on July 
13, 1668, he bought 
his "Espinette" 
from Charles Haward and paid £ 5 for 
it. 


This instrument 
is now set on its 
own legs, and there is quite a look of 
the modern grand piano in its shape.— 
Portland Oregonian.

Then aad one ounce of 
liquid 
ammonia, one-quarter 
ounce 
spirits 
of' wine, one ounce 
ether. 
Shake well and bottle. 
Xlways shake 
before using.

Broken Neutrality Denied By France, 
IX)ndon, May 9.—France has reiter­ 
ated its assurances to England that 
Rojestvensky had not and will not be 
permitted to abuse French neutrality 
in any way involving practical harm 
to Japan. 
These assurances sound rather hol­ 
low in Downing street, whore it is ad­ 
mitted that France appears already to 
have given aid to the Russian squad­ 
rons, 
without 
which 
Rojestvensky 
probably could never have brought up 
his armada in shape to make effective 
attack on Togo’s fleet. 
The situation could hardly be more 
serious. Lord Lansdowne and his col­ 
leagues in the cabinet are thoroughly 
aroused. The Japanese are excited and 
are pressing the British government to 
defend them against the Russo-French 
coalition. 
It is not thought that a general war 
will result unless France should adopt 
a recalcitrant instead of a conciliatory 
attitude. 
Lord Lansdowne will stand 
a great deal in order to avoid a rupture 
with France and the consequent de­ 
struction of the diplomatic achieve­ 
ments which underlie his growing 
fame. It is also believed that Delcasse 
will exert himself to the utmost to pre­ 
vent such a catastrophe. 
Intense bitterness prevails In Down­ 
ing street and throughout naval and 
military circles against Germany. The 
kaiser is held responsible for existing 
complications to a greater degree than 
even Russian advocates of a general 
war as a means of avoiding completo 
Russian humiliation. 


Togo's Fleet In Korean Channel,

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Many will wonder how I managed 
to keep order in the schoolroom and 
give proper attention to the lessons 
with three baby woodchucUs, a turtle, 
two squirrels and a young cow about 
the place. 
My fellow teacUors will be 
inclined to say that the children would 
have eyes and ears for Dothing else. 


In point of fact it made little differ- 
ence after my pupils became accus- 
tomed to the sight and sound of these 
"pets." Moreover, they were a source 
of ondless pleasure and, I think, prof- 
It for I gave little talks upon the hab- 
its and history of all these creatures, 
and sought to Inculcate sentiments of 
cofnpG&sion and love toward all liv- 
Ih? things. 


This was my first school, however, 
and people wondered. 
The supervis- 
or also wondered, and was skeptical. 
Several of the parents, who did not 
understand very well, complained to 
him that I kept a menagerie instead of 
a school. There were some, even, who 
did not wish to have their children 
taught natural history, because they 
came home and asked questions. They 
did not like it and deemed it quite un- 
necessary. 
They desired to 
children attend strictly to their "school 
studies." 


It came about, therefore, that at the 
end of the second term the position 
waa given to another teacher, and for 
one whole term ray occupation was 
gone. 


Yet my former pupils lamented so 
openly and said so much at 
home, 
tliat their small voices 
wrought a 
change of opinion, and at the begin- 
ulag of the second year the school was 
given to me again. 
The teacher who 
ha^ taken my place said a little spite- 
fully, on leaving, that I had spoiled 
the school for any one else. 
She was 
a very worthy young lady, but one of 
tiiofie who scream at the sight of a 
spider, a mouse or a harmless snake. 


"Blackamoor" came to school one 
mottling in July, head downward, in 
ttio hands of one of my larger boys, 
named Wlggan Brown, who was a lit- 
tle inclined to thoughtless cruelty. On 
the part of children, indeed. crnelt> 
is usually thoughtless. They are rare- 
ly cruel after they have been taught 
to think on the subject. 


Wlggan and his older brother heal 
taken Blackamoor from a nest in the 
top of a hemlock tree. 
By this time 
tiie reader will have 
guessed 
that 
Blackamoor was the young crow which 
became one of our school house pels. 


At first we built a pen for him at 
the farther corner of the bchoolyard. 
where we kept him until he could fly. 
After that he was released, to stay 
wltk us or depart. 
He chose to stay, 
and during school hours usually sat 
oil the ridge of the school house roof. 
At night ho often accompanied 
mo 
home, and lingered about the farm- 
house or barns till school time the 
next day. 
•^t the recesses ho swag- 
gered and hopped about with the chil- 
dren at play, often cawing uproarious- 
ly. 


If a dog or cat approached during 
Ecbool hours, blackamoor Mould cry, 
"Har-r-r!" from the roof, and drive the 
intrüder away. 
If it was a person he 
cried "Haw!" quite sharply, on a dif- 
ferent key. 
If another crow or largo 
bird ilew past, he turned up an eye 
and 
said "Huwh!" 
rather 
low. 
In 
faci, he kept us posted on all that was 
going on out of doors, for wo soon 
came to know mo.st of his Plgnal cries. 
Ttie boys would glance up from their 
books 
and 
smile when tUey 
heard 
bim. 


Blackamoor had certain highly rep- 
rehensible traits. 
He was 
thievish, 
and we were obliged to keep an eye 
on him, or he would steal all our lead- 
pencils, pocket-handkerchiefs and oth- 
er small objects. 
What he took he 
secreted, and was marvelously cunning 


i o d o i n g 
it. 


He fell finally into a difficulty with 
A gang of Italian laborers who were 
excavating for a new railroad 
line 
tbat piLss«d within a quarter of a mile 
of ihe 
ftchoolhouse. 
There were fifty- 
•y# of l^eM Itgliaos, and 
bad 


their camp in a grove of pines within 
plain sight of us. 
My pupils were 
afraid of these swarthy men, for they 
Jabbered fiercely In an unknown ton- 
gue. and each one was armed with a 
sheath-knife. 


On the whole, I thought It better 
that my boys should not go to their 
camp. 
But Blackamoor went there, 
and indeed became a constant visitor. 
There were probably tit-bits to be se- 
cured about their cooking-fires. For a 
time he nearly deserted the school- 
house 
for the Italian camp in 
the 
pines, or at least was flying back and 
forth 
a great deal, *'hawlng" 
and 
"barring." 


All appeared to go well for a while. 
Then one forenoon I heard loud shouts 
outside, and on going to the door, saw 
a hatless Italian pursuing Blackamoor 
across the pasture below the house. 
He was a very active young man, and 
was filling the air with stones and 
cries. 


Blackadoor, however, was taking It 
all easily, fiying low, but keeping out 
of reach. 
He had something In his 
beak. 


Catching sight of me in the door- 
way, the Italian stopped, but gesticu- 
lated eagerly, pointing to the crow; 
and he said much that 1 failed utterly 
to comprehend. 


I conjectured that Blackamoor had 
purloined something, and felt that I 
must 
keep him from going to 
the 
camp; but that was not easily accom- 
plished. 
Wo tied him by the leg, but 
he tugged at the string till it was 
frayed off or came untied, and flew 
away. 


But a crisis was at hand. 
The sec- 
ond morning afterward an alarming 
commotion began, as I was hearing a 
class in mental arithmetic. 
The house 
was surrounded by excited 
Italians. 
Stones rattled on the roof. 
Angry 
shouts filled the air. 
It was a mob. 
Tho children were terrified, and I was 
suillcieully alarmed myself, for a pane 
of 
glass crashed and clubs 
banged 
against the sides of the house. 


Hastily locking the door, I peered 
out of tho window. Certainly wild In- 
dians could hardly have looked more 
savage than did those Italians, hurling 
stones and clubs at the house. 


Yet through It all I had a suspicion 
that the demonstration was directed at 
Blackamoor rather than against us; 
for I fancied that 1 had heard our 
bird say, "Haw!" a moment before 
tho hubbub burst forth. 


Still 
it 
was 
dccidedly 
alarming 
while it lasted, and continued for a 
much longer time than was pleasant. 
I judged it more prudent to keep the 
door locked than to go forth to remon- 
strate, 


Finally, after a great bombardment, 
tho outcries and racket subsided, and 
with a vast sense of relief, I saw tho 
Italians retiring across the pasturo to 
their camp. As a matter of course the 
children carried home terrible accounts 
of what had occurred, and our small 
community waxed indignant over what 
was deemed an outrage by lawless for- 
eigners. 


Tho 
suspicion, however, 
remained 
with me that Blackamoor was at the 
bottom of all tho trouble. 
I had tho 
boys catch him and make him fast 
again, this time with a small dog- 
chaln, which he could not bito off. Ho 
cawed vigorously, but we kept him at 
anchor for a v/eek or more. 
And 
meanwhile 
the 
Italian 
camp 
was 
moved to a point six miles farther 
along the line of the new railway. 


At a school house in tho country it 
is often difilcult to get small repairs 
made. 
Early that season the boys 
had broken a pane of glass in the low 
attic window at the front end of the 
house. 
I had been trying to get.it 
repaired for two months; and now we 
hud two panes broken. 
At last I 
bought new glass and a bit of putty 
and with the aid of Wiggan and an- 
otner boy, set the panes myself one 
night after school. 


But while setting the attic pane we 
made a singular dVacovery. In the low, 


dark loft, just Inside the hole of tht 
broken 
pane, lay a heap of 
queer 
things which caused us first to stare, 
then to laugh. 
The like, I am sure, 
was never found in tho loft of u New 
liXngland sclioolhouse before. 
I mado 
a list. There were: 


The much-soiled 
photograph of a 
bambino. 


Three photographs of pretty ItaliaD 
girls. 


Four very villainous old pipes. 
Many straws of macaroni. 
An old felt hat. 
A dirty stick of candy. 
Five .small silver coins. 
An harmonica. 
An odd sort of flute, 
Tho bonnet of a oambino. 
Four soiled red bandannas, 
A black wallot containing about a 
dollar In silver. 


Two tin cups. 
Two pictures of contadlnew 
Two plugs of tobacco. 
These are but samples. 
All told, 
there were at least ninety articles. It 
was Blackamoor's hoard; and all the 
v/hllo we were overhauling it he cawed 
and hawed in great glee! 


That nip:ht we talked it over, and 
decided that restoration was our only 
proper course. The long-suffering Ital- 
ians were now six miles away; but on 
Saturday we procured a pair of farm 
horses and a wagon with three seats 
for our journey of reparation. 
The 
purloined articles were put in a large 
basket, and we set up a perch in the 
wagon, 
to which 
Blackamoor 
was 
chained in token of punishment. 
Af- 
ter this manner six of us drove to 
the new camp. 


When we arrived the gang was hard 
a 
work in a cutting; but when, one 
after another, tney caught sight of 
our wagon, with *^iackamoor atop, ex- 
clamations, not of a complimentary 
nature, burst forth all along the line. 


But I beckoned to their Irish boss, 
and aTter showing him our basket and 
explaining the circumstances, 
asked 
him to allow each of the men to take 
what belonged to him. 


"Ah, sure!" replied 
the foreman, 
with a broad grin. '*Here, all of you,*' 
he shouted down the cutting, "como 
get 
your 
trinkets 
what 
the 
crow 
stole!" 


Wonderingly, 
the 
gang 
gathered 
round the wagon. But when they saw 
the basket and what was in it, the live- 
liest expressions of satisfaction arose. 
Each seized his own. 


I hadi the foreman say to them how 
very sorry we were that our bad bird 
had given them so much trouble. Then 
followed, in response, as pretty a bit 
of politeness as I have 
ever 
wit- 
nessed. 


The Italians took off their hats and 
bowed all round. 
One of them then 
made a little speech, which the Irish 
boss translated after his own fash- 
Ion. somewhat like this: 


**It's all right, they say. 
You are 
most good. 
They thank you with all 
their hearts. 
They are sorry you have 
had to-come so far. 
You are a very, 
very kind signorina." 


The foreman grinned apologetically. 
"They want to sing you a song," he 
said. 


I said that M^e should be delighted. 
Immediately 
four of 
them 
stepped 
forth together and sang. 
It was an 
Italian scng, concerning a Countess of 
Naples 
whose lover was killed 
in 
Abyssinia, and had a refrain so plain- 
tive that I often catch myself trying 
to hum it. 


"Now, then, got back to your work, 
men!" shouted the boss, and so this 
odd little episode ended. 


Yet it was not wholly ended, either, 
for in October, as the gang tramped 
back along the road-bed of the railway, 
going home with all their packs and 
bundles, one of those who had sung 
came up to the schoolhousG and laid 
a little bouciuet of frost flowers and 
red autumn leaves on the door-step. 


Catching sight of me through the 
window, he nodded brightly, pointed 
to the bouquet, nodded again, then 
hurried on after his fellows. 
I went 
to the door, and when they saw me 
there, half a hundred old hats wore 
raised and hands were waved in to- 
ken of farewell. 


I thought of our previous fears and 
of the hard things that had been said, 
and was ashamed. 
Again the truth of 
that humane old proverb came home 
to me: 


"Almost everybody is a good fellow 
if you treat him right." 


And Blackamoor? 
A few days later Blackamoor desert- 
ed us. A large flock of his wild kin- 
dred was mustering in the vicinity for 
the autumn migration. We concluded 
that he nad joined his tribe—and were 
not inconsolable.—Youth's Companion.

FORCING FLOWERS BY FIRE.

Remarkable Result of a Conflagration 
In a French Town. 
That flowers can be forced by heat 
such as is usually 
supplied to glass 
houses is, of course, an old .story; but 
that the direct action of fire heat can 
have 
any effect 
in hastening 
the 
blooming of plants is a fresh sugges­ 
tion, but one that in these days, when 
flowers are demanded in season, out 
of season, at all times and every kind 
and country, is worth consideration. 
Great events have frequently sprung 
from tho smallest of the most appar­ 
ently Indirect causes, and 
a serious 
fire that broke out last September at 
Chensee-sur-Marne, between Chalons 
and Vitry-le-Francois, in France, while 
it destroyed tho greater 
part of 
a 
populous village, ruining many of its 
inhabitants, may yet have as a result 
the even greater development of an 
industry that 
gives employment 
to 
thousands of people. 
The fire, which raged on one side of 
the village 
made* a clean sweep of 
everything before 
it in the way 
of 
buildings and only paused when there 
was nothing to lick up except the or­ 
chards that once formed a hedge be­ 
tween the homesteads 
and the open 
country. 
Even then it was hardly sa­ 
tiated, for 
it greedily devoured 
the 
first two ranks of apple 
and 
pear 
trees, leaving nothing but cinders’; the 
next 
three 
rows, 
though 
badly 
scorched, were not quite destroyed, the 
furthest away being naturally the least 
affected. Some of the boughs escaped 
all hurt, and It was with these that 
the very curious phenomenon was ob­ 
served which merits attention. A sec­ 
ond flowering commenced at once, and 
by the end of October all the trees 
furthest from the scene of the fire 
were in full bloom as though called to 
renewed life by the fresh voice of May, i 
instead of hushing to slumber with the 
lullaby of October. 
At another point 
the flamea had swept close to a large 
lilac, and this, as well as some plum 
trees, bewildered by what must have 
seemed to it a sudden return of sum­ 
mer, put on once more its bridal robes. 
It must be mentioned tliat the fire 
lasted only four hours. 
It will be no­ 
ticed, therefore, that there was no re­ 
semblance between this sudden blast 
of heat and the ordinary gradual forc­ 
ing to which plants are submitted.— 
Chambers' Journal.

of 
one of Boston’s 
big dry 
goods 
iUores. 
Which is tantamount to saying that 
Rev, Dr. Hillis of New York, when ho 
said in a sermon that 
a New York 
woman has succeeded a $25,000 man 
at a salary of $10.000, was—ah—er— 
mistaken. 
“Positions bringing a pecuniary re­ 
ward of that size 
mean 
a physical 
strain which no woman could stand. 
I have been 
in this work for years, 
and I know. 
“There is not a «particle of doubt, 
however, that women are coming to 
the front. 
In this store they do every­ 
thing which has been 
given them to 
do as well as a man could do it. The 
only exception I might make is in the 
case of book-keepers; work which in 
a store of this 
size taxes a woman’s 
endurance to the utmost. 
Wo have 
two lady book-keepers, and thoy find 
it very hard to stand 
the 
constant 
strain which is put upon them. 
"Whenever it is a question of men­ 
tal strength only, there is absolutely 
no difference 
between the working 
capacity and often the pay of the sex­ 
es. 
There are any number of women 
buyers who receive 
$4000 
per year 
and over. A high-grade woman buyer 
is as good as a high-grade man buyer. 
In some lines her judgment is better 
than a man’s. 
“Still, I do not believe that women 
will in the next fifty years hustle man 
off the industrial stage entirely, al­ 
though it is undoubtedly a fact that 
salaries for high grade work by wom­ 
en are on the increase. 
“It is 
true that in certain 
lower 
grades of our work we pay men more 
than we pay women 
for the 
feame 
work. 
This is not only because men 
as a rule have families 
to support, 
while the Avomen 
have 
only them­ 
selves to look out for, but it is our ob­ 
ject to keep the men and their fami­ 
lies in the city. 
“A man having 
a family will not 
leave Boston if he is getting fairly 
good wages. 
It means more to him to 
pull up stakes. 
A woman, on the oth­ 
er hand, can much more easily throw 
up a job 
here for something only a 
trifle better elsewhere or because of 
some social advantage which she can 
get in another 
city, such as 
Provi­ 
dence, perhaps, and not here; so that 
even if we paid them as much as the 
men we could not depend on them. 
“Then, too, women will get married 
and leave. 
Men i^et married, too. but 
they don’t leave. 
This lack of perma­ 
nency is against women. 
“In the higher positions, that is, po­ 
sitions of more than 
$20 per week, 
there is less fear that either men or 
women will feel tempted to migrate, 
and the salaries for equal work are 
equal. 
“A $4000 woman is not so likely to 
marry, either. 
She is too 
contented 
with her lot as It is. 
“In work which 
calls for 
mental 
capacity, keen perception 
and nice 
judgment, and not for heavy physical 
strain. 
I see actually 
no limit 
to 
woman's achievement."—Boston 
Ad­ 
vertiser. 


pie language some idea of the stages 
which have led up to the pianoforte of 
today. 
The first stringed instrument 
played by the striking 
on keys 
of 
which record remains is the clavichord 
of 1494, 
It was a light box in which 
the strings of equal length, 39 in num» 
ber, covering three 
ociaves* 
in all, 
were strained over a bridge obliquely 
set, which controlled the pitch of tho 
note. 
The keys moved levers upward, 
in which pegs or quills were fixed, to 
strike or grate against the strings. In 
the original form there ^Vas provided n 
means of “fretting" or scratching tho 
string, as the strings of the violin )iro 
set in action by the bow. 
But about 
the year 1700 the fretting was discard­ 
ed and independent pairs 
of strings 
substituted, and 
for 
this “well-tem­ 
pered 
klavier’’ 
the 
preludes 
and 
fuges of Johann Sabastlan Bach were 
written. 
Another ancestor of our pianoforte 
was the spinet. 
This resembled the 
clavichord in form and in its three-oc­ 
tave compass. 
The upward movement 
of the “jack" or *block caused the quill 
set 
in 
the 
“jack" 
to 
strike 
the 
stretched 
string 
in 
passing. 
The 
spinet belongs to the literature of the 
IGth 
century. 
In 
the 
England 
of 
Queen Elizabeth one finds frequent al­ 
lusions 
to 
the “verginals,** another 
name for tho spinet. 
Tho oldest spin* 
et extant is in the Paris Conservatoire, 
and is dated Verona, 
1523. 
Samuel 
Pepys, the chronicler of the common­ 
wealth. notes^ in his diary that on July 
13, 1668, he bought 
his “Espinette" 
from Charles Haward and paid £5 for 
it. 
This instrument is now set on its 
own legs, and there is quite a look of 
the modern grand piano in its shape.— 
Portland Oregonian.

What the Great Masters Have Played 
on In the Past. 
The pianoforte today forms part of 
the furnishings 
of nearly 
all 
our 
homes. 
It is a necessary feature of 
the White House music room, and in 
nearly every palace over this 
wide 
world, not less so in the farm house 
of this generation, and in the homes of 
all grades of men in the great cities 
of each continent. 
It adapts itself to 
the performance of the concert artist, 
but not less to the jingle of the dance 
and to the familiar 
melody 
of the 
hymn tune, which draws together the 
family in the winter Sabbath evening. 
From time to time we hear of “time 
wasted," of “better learn to cook than 
to play the piano/' nevertheless 
the 
number of its^ students ever 
grows, 
and somehow or other time is found 
both for the piano and for the cooking 
school. 
Does it often occur to us that 
it has taken civilized 
men Just 500 
years to produce the modern piano? 
Each gejiieration, in turn, has kept 
alive the history of the instrument up 
to its date. 
It is rather a laborious 
than a difl^icult 
matter, therefore, to 
mark the many stages of its develop­ 
ment. 
Even to this day one may see and 
try the clavichord and harpsichord on 
which Handel 
played the “well-tem- 
l'3red klavier" for which Father Bach 
'composed his preludes 
and 
fugues; 
the spinet used by Marie Antoinette 
and her maids of honor in old Ver­ 
sailles, the harpsichord made for Fred­ 
erick the Great, the first examples of 
the “plan e forte" user by Mozart and 
Beethoven. 
Nothing is more impressive to the 
musician than the contrast 
between 
the admirable and often intricate mu­ 
sic of those great masters and the poor 
and to us rudimentary instruments on 
which their fuges and gigues, pastor­ 
als, suits and sonatas 
were 
per­ 
formed—genius triumphant over ob­ 
stacles.

From this It follows 
that from a captive balloon at a cer- 
tain height above the water. csiM?cial- 
ly In waters containing many subma- 
rine rocks and tortuous channels, shal- 
lows can be located with thD eye, and 
better still through photography. 
By 
this is meant the rendering visible, 
either directly to tho eye, or through 
the aid of photography, of objncts or 
particles too minute to be seen with 
the highest powers of the microscope 
as it is now constructed. 
Prof. Cleve- 
land Abbe suggests that by staining 
pi'eparations with fiuoresccnt substan- 
ces and then illuminating them with 
ultraviolet light, smaller particles than 
can possibly be seen with ordinary 
white or colored light may bo brought 
into prominence. 
The human retina 
is insensible to ultraviolet light, but 
fluorescence 
converts the short waves 
into longer ones capable of affecting 
the retina. The same principle applies 
to photographic 
visibility, and Pro- 
fessor Abbe thinks that the ultimate 
limit of such visibility will be of tho 
same dimension as that of the larger 
molecules of matter. Special lenses will 
need to be ground for this kind of 
work. 


Tree That Turns to Stone. 


There is a tree that grows In Mexico 
called the chljol, or slono tree. 
It is 
of enormous proportions, both in cir- 
cumference and height. 
It has a num- 
ber of branches spreading out widely 
and carrying leaves of a 
yellowish 
green color. 
The wood is extremely 
fine and easily worked in a green state. 
It is not given to either warping or 
splitting. 
Tho most remarkable thing 
about it is that after being cut tho 
wood gets gradually harder, and in tho 
course of a few years it is absolutely 
petrified whether left in tho open air 
or buried in the ground. 
From this 
timber houses can be built that would 
in a few years become completely fire- 
proof and would last as long as though 
built of stono.

A correspondent suggests that 
these sounds are emitted from wooden 
furniture. 
"1 have generally noticed," 
he says, "that I heard them after a

other hand, causes the wood to con- 
tract, and the 
Interstices then closo 
and forcibly expel the air with these 
explosive sounds.

"BLACKAM OOR.” | 


Many will wonder how I managed 
to kcop order In the schoolroom and 
give proper attention to tho lessons 
with three baby woodchucUs, a turtle, 
two squirrels and a young cow about 
the place. 
My fellow teachers will be 
inclined to say that the children would 
have eyes and ears for nothing else. 
In point of fact it made little differ­ 
ence after my pupils became accus­ 
tomed to the sight and sound of these 
"pels." Moreover, they were a source 
of ondless pleasure and, I think, prof­ 
it for I gave little talks upon the hab­ 
its and history of all these creatures, 
and sought to inculcate sentiments of 
cotnpassion and love toward all llv- 
ÍH? things. 
This was my first school, however, 
and people wondered. 
The supervis­ 
or also wondered, and was skeptical. 
Several of the parents, who did not 
understand very well, complained to 
him that I kept a menagerie instead of 
a school. There were some, even, who 
did not wish to have their children 
taught natural history, because they 
came home and asked questions. They 
did not like it and deemed it quite un­ 
necessary. They desired to have their 
children attend strictly to their “school 
studies.'* 
It came about, therefore, that at the 
end of the second term the position 
M*a« given to another teacher, and for 
one whole term ray occupation was 
gone. 
Yot my former pupils lamented so 
openly and said so much at 
home, 
tliat their small voices 
wrought a 
change of opinion, and at the begin- 
ulag of the second year the school was 
given to me again. 
The teacher who 
ha4 taken my place said a little spite- 
iuU^i on leaving, that I had spoiled 
the school for any one else. 
She was 
a V€?ry Avorthy young lady, but one of 
tiiofie who scream at the sight of a 
apider, a mouse or a harmless snake. 
^'Blackamoor"' came to school one 
mortiing in July, head downward, in 
tlie hands of one of my larger boys, 
named Wiggan Brown, who was a lit­ 
tle inclined to thoughtless cruelty. On 
the part of children, Indeed, cruelt> 
Is usually thoughtless. They are rare­ 
ly cruel after they have been taught 
to think on tho subject. 
Wiggan and his older brother heal 
talijen Blackamoor from a nest in the 
top of a hemlock tree. 
By this time 
the reader will have 
guessed 
that 
Blackamoor was the young crow which 
became one of our school house pets. 
At first we built a pen for him at 
the farther corner of the bchoolyard, 
where we kept him until he could fly. 
After that he was released, to stay 
witk us or depart. 
He chose to stay, 
and during school hours usually sat 
Oil the ridge of the school house roof. 
At night ho often accompanied mo 
home, and lingered about the farm­ 
house or barns till school time the 
next day. 
At the recesses ho swag­ 
gered and hopped about with the chil­ 
dren at play, often cawing uproarious­ 
ly. 
If a dog or cat approached during 
school hours, biackamoor Mould cry, 
“Har-r-rl" from tho roof, and drive tho 
Intrüder away. 
If it was a person he 
cried “Haw!’' quite sharply, on a dif­ 
ferent key. 
If another crow or largo 
bird Hew past, he turned up an eye 
and 
said * Hawh!" 
rather 
low. 
In 
fact, he kept us posted on all that was 
gulag on out of doors, for we soon 
came to know most of his Plgnal cries. 
Tlie boys would glance up from their 
books 
and 
smile when they 
heard 
him. 
Blackamoor had certain highly rep­ 
rehensible traits. 
He was 
thievish, 
and we were obliged to kerp an eye 
on him, or he would steal all our lead- 
pencils, pocket-handkerchiefs and oth­ 
er small objects. 
What he took he 
secreted, and was marvelously cunning 
io doing it. 
He fell finally into a diiflculty with 
a gang of Italian laborers who were 
excavating for a new railroad line 
tliat passed within a quarter of a mile 
of Ibe achoolhouse. 
There were fifty- 
gy# Qt tbea# 1 tallaos, and tlaey bad 


their camp in a grove of pines within 
plain sight of us. 
My pupils were 
afraid of these swarthy men, for they 
Jabbered fiercely In an unknown ton­ 
gue, and each one was armed with a 
sheath-knife. 
On the whole, I thought It better 
that niy boys should not go to their 
camp. 
But Blackamoor went there, 
and indeed became a constant visitor. 
There were probably tit-blts to be se­ 
cured about their cooking-fires. For a 
time he nearly deserted the school- 
house 
for the Italian camp in 
the 
pines, or at least was flying back and 
forth 
a great deal, “hawing" 
and 
“barring.’* 
All appeared to go well for a while. 
Then one forenoon I heard loud shouts 
outside, and on going to the door, saw 
a hatless Italian pursuing Blackamoor 
across the pasture below the house. 
He was a very active young man, and 
was filling the air with stones and 
cries. 
Blackadoor, however, was taking it 
all easily, flying low, but keeping out 
of reach. 
He had something in his 
beak. 
Catching sight of me in the door­ 
way, the Italian stopped, but gesticu­ 
lated eagerly, pointing to the crow; 
and he said much that I failed utterly 
to comprehend. 
I conjectured that Blackamoor had 
purloined something, and felt that I 
must 
keep him from going to 
the 
camp; but that was not easily accom­ 
plished. 
Wo tied him by the leg, but 
he tugged at the string till it was 
frayed off or came untied, and flew 
away. 
But a crisis was at hand. 
The sec­ 
ond morning afterward an alarming 
commotion began, as I was hearing a 
class in mental arithmetic. The house 
was surrounded by excited Italians. 
Stones rattled on the roof. 
Angry 
shouts filled the air. 
It was a mob. 
Tho children were terrified, and I was 
suiliciently alarmed myself, for a pane 
of 
glass crashed and clubs 
banged 
as’aln^t the sides of the house. 
Hastily locking the door, I peered 
out of tho window. Certainly wild In­ 
dians could hardly have looked more 
savage than did those Italians, hurling 
stones and clubs at the house. 
Yet through It all 1 had a suspicion 
that the demonstration was directed at 
Blackamoor rather than against us; 
for I fancied that I had heard our 
bird say, “Haw!" a moment before 
tho hubbub burst forth. 
Still 
it 
was 
decidedly 
alarming 
while it lasted, and continued for a 
much longer time than was pleasant. 
I Judged it more prudent to keep the 
door locked than to go forth to remon­ 
strate. 
Finally, after a great bombardment, 
tho outcries and racket subsided, and 
witli a vast sense of relief, I saw the 
Italians retiring across the pasture to 
their camp. As a matter of course the 
children carried home terrible accounts 
of what had occurred, and our small 
community waxed indignant over what 
was deemed an outrage by lawless for­ 
eigners. 
Tho suspicion, however, 
remained 
with me that Biackamoor was at tho 
bottom of all the trouble, 
I had tho 
boys catch him and malce him fast 
again, this time with a small dog- 
chain, which he could not bite off. He 
cawed vigorously, but we kept him at 
anchor for a v/eek or more. 
And 
meanwhile 
the 
Italian 
camp 
was 
moved to a point six miles farther 
along the line of tho new railway. 
At a school house in tho country it 
is often difilcult to get small repairs 
made. 
Early that season the boys 
had broken a pane of glass in tho low 
attic window at the front end of tho 
house. 
I had* been trying to get.it 
repaired for two months; and now wo 
had two panes broken. 
At last I 
bought new glass and a bit of putty 
and with the aid of Wiggan and an- 
otner boy, set the panes xnyself one 
night after school.

Earthqual' r. have more than one 
fOi'us or a^ijarent source. 
Pointing 
this out. Dr. C. Davidson notes that in 
Great Britain one earthquake In every 
twenty is a twin, with two distinct foci, 
and that the strongest shocks have had 
this character. 
The distance between 
the eplscenters varies from four to 
twenty-three miles, tho average for 
seven recent earthquakes being be 
twden ten and eleven miles. 
The foci 
seem to be at different points on the 
same fault, and the phenomenon is evi­ 
dently not due to refraction, rejlectlon 
or'division of the earth waves. 


The French naval engineer Renaud 
recently called attention to tho fact 
that a captive balloon rising to a cer­ 
tain height may be employed to dis­ 
cover the presence of rocks beneath the 
surface of tho water. 
Every sailor knows that in certain 
parts of the seas shallows can be de­ 
tected in time by the coloring of the 
water so that they can be avoided. 
From certain 
heights shallows 
aro 
shown still more plainly, as, for in­ 
stance. from the hills surrounding the 
entrance to Brest. From this It follows 
that from a captive balloon at a cer­ 
tain height above tho water, esi>eclal- 
ly In waters containing many subma­ 
rine rocks and tortuous channels, shal­ 
lows can be located with thD eye, and 
better still through photography. 
By 
this is meant the rendering visible, 
either directly to the eye, or through 
the aid of photography, of oh j nets or 
particles too minute to be seen with 
the highest powers of the microscope 
as it is now constructed. 
Prof. Cleve­ 
land Abbe suggests that by staining 
preparations with fluorescent substan­ 
ces and then illuminating them with 
ultraviolet light, smaller particles than 
can possibly be seen with ordinary 
white or colored light may be brought 
into prominence. 
The human retina 
is insensible to ultraviolet light, but 
fluorescence converts the short waves 
into longer ones capable of affecting 
the retina. The same principle applies 
to photographic visibility, and Pro­ 
fessor Abbe thinks that tho ultimate 
limit of such visibility will be of tho 
same dimension as that of the larger 
molecules of matter. Special lenses will 
need to be ground for this kind of 
work. 


Tree That Turns to Stone. 
There is a tree that grows in Mexico 
called the chijol, or stone tree. 
It is 
of enormous proportions, both in cir­ 
cumference and height. It has a num­ 
ber of branches spreading out widely 
and carrying leaves of a yellowish 
green color. 
The wood is extremely 
fine and easily worked in a green state. 
It is not given to either warping or 
splitting. 
Tho most remarkable thing 
about it is that after being cut tho 
wood gets gradually harder, and in tho 
course of a few years it is absolutely 
petrified whether left in the open air 
or buried in .the ground. 
From this 
timber houses can be built that would 
in a few years become completely fire­ 
proof and would last as long as though 
built of stone. 


Death Tappings, 
There is an old 
superstition Uiat 
tapping sounds 
in a room foretell 
death, A correspondent suggests that 
these sounds are emitted from wooden 
furniture. 
“I have generally noticed," 
he says, “that I heard them after a 
sudden change 
in the temperature 
from heat to cold. 
Heat causes furni­ 
ture to expand and open the interstic­ 
es of the wood, which become filled 
with air, 
A sudden 
cooling, on tho 
other hand, causes the wood to con­ 
tract, and the 
interstices then closo 
and forcibly expel the air with these 
explosive sounds. 


Cat-Rabbit Fight. 
It wasn't a monkey and a parrot 
time that occurred reci ntly in a Deer­ 
field» back yard, but a rabbit and a cat 
contest that attracted attention. 
The 
rabbit was a brave one and stood its 
ground for nearly an ht/ur against t' o 
cat, which bit, scratched and howled 
to the queen's taste, finally coming of^ 
victorious.
